In other words, uninten­ 
tional ignorance of-God is not a crime 
to be punished, but a defect to be 
corrected in due time by the blessings 
of Messiah’s Kingdom. 
Wrong Thoughts of God’s Wrath. 
When thinking of the wrath of God 
coming upon the world, we are not to 
think of the Almighty as having ex­ 
ercised great patience for centuries 
and finally losing His temper and 
wreaking vengeance upon His crea­ 
tures. Such a thought might be gath­ 
ered from some of the expressions of 
the Scriptures, because of adaptation 
of language to human comprehension, 
and more or less loss of the true sen­ 
timent in translating and through the 
mental gloss of the translators. 
In a n y event let us remember that 
this wrath o f God and the judgments 
coming upon the world are wholly 
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h i s is stove time 
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for us, is indeed oppor­ 
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—holding back the storm of human 
passion and avarice, and permitting it 
to come only now', in the end of the 
Age, at the time when Divine Provi­ 
dence has Messiah’s Kingdom in full 
readiness to take control. 
Just as 
soon as the storm of human passion 
shall have taught humanity its need­ 
ed lesson and shall have liquidated 
the long standing accounts, Messiah’s 
Kingdom, with a clean slate, will be 
inaugurated. 
Accounts Yet to Be Squared. 
In Jesus and in His saintly follow­ 
ers throughout this Gospel Age, the 
w'orld has had God’s Cause, the Cause 
of Righteousness and truth, more or 
less clearly manifested. 
Every per­ 
secution against these members of 
the Body of Christ is a crime against 
God and against righteousness. 
Of 
such sufferings tile Apostle says, “ll 
any suffer as a Christian, let him 
glorify God on this behalf: for the 
spirit of glory and of God restetli on 
such.” 
As a blessing rested upon ail the 
Lord’s faithful people who have auf 
fered unjustly, so correspondingly £ 
Divine curse, or penalty, has rested 
upon all persecutors of these, their 
responsibility being gauged by the 
degree of their knowledge, and their 
punishment 
proportionate. 
On 
ihe 
books o** Justice, however, God rep 
resents that the lives of all His faith­ 
ful ones cry out for vengeance; and 
that while mercy comes to all man- 
kin through the sacrificial death of 
the Savior, this does not aller the 
fact that Justice calls 
for 
punish­ 
ments for crimes more or less wilful 
and therefore not included 
in 
the 
Savior’s atonement. 
Thus it was in the end of the Jew­ 
ish Age, which may serve us as a 
pattern, or illustration, of the ending 
of this Age. St. Paul, writing cf that 
time, says, “Wrath is to come upon 
this people to the uttermost, that all 
things written in he Law 
and 
the 
Prophets concerning them should he 
fulfilled.” 
Notice, however, the vast

Wherein was the justice in exacting 
all that of the people living in the 
close of that Age?

Chicago, Oct. 27.—“With people of 
all sections keenly interested in the 
supply of life's necessaries, they rec­ 
ognize the supreme importance of 
making agriculture efficient and pro­ 
fitable 
and 
rural life comfortable,” 
Secretary Houston, of the department 
of agriculture, declared yesterday be­ 
fore the convention of the National 
Dairy Show association. 


The secretary told the association 
what the government was doing to 
aid the firmer to increase the 
tion’s rapidly diminishing meat 
ply, develop acreage production. 


“There can be no question that the 
key lo the solution of many of the 
problems of rural life will be found iii 
some form of concentrated action or 
co-operation. 
Some form of govern­ 
ment is as inevitable as it is desir­ 
able,” he said. 
“Just what factors 
have 
brought 
about the serious situation confront­ 
ing the nation in its meat supply no 
one can with certainty define, and so 
to ascertain them I have appointed a 
commission consisting of the best au­ 
thorities I could discover,” said the 
secretary. 
“This study will embrace aa inves­ 
tigation of production and consump­ 
tion of the methods 
of 
producing, 
finishing 
and 
marketing. 
Certain 
things, however, are now clear and 
definite to measures for increasing 
the meat supply are being taken and 
can be taken with certainty. 
“It is clear that we have been con­ 
sidering the meat supply of the na 
tion too exclusively in terms of the 
'bg ranch and of the large animals 
Obviously it is important that we 
should continue to help the cattle 
men and to develop the ranch and no 
pa ins will be spared to do this. 
“But 
unquestionably 
the 
largest 
hope for a considerable increase ir. 
our meat supply lies in three other 
directions: 
First—In sympathetic attention to 
the production of larger animals in 
the settled farming areas of the coun­ 
try, especially in the south. 
Sec and—Increasing attention to the 
smaller animals, such as swine and 
poultry. 
Third—In the control and eradica­ 
tion of cattle ticks and hog cholera. 
“The last census shows a lament­ 
able neglect of live 
stock 
in 
the 
south. While the average Iowa farm 
has six nfilk cows, in North Carolina 
and Alabama it has less than two. 
and in South Carolina one. While the 
a vei age Iowa 
farm 
has 
thirty-five 
hogs, in North Carolina and Alabama 
it has less than five. South Carolina 
less than four. And while the avei- 
age Iowa farm has 
more 
than 108
